The least ami most imperceptible 

impressions reoeived in our childhood 

may have consctpionecs very impor- 
tant and of a long duration. 



Heinrich Hcnsoldt is a German 
naturalist who, while a youth, went to 
Ceylon with Dr. F. Goltlsehmied, a 
distinguished archaeologist and San- 
scrit scholar, whose mission was to 
study two ruined cities there. He 
afterward traveled widely in India, 
devoting his attent ion to his science, 
and *lespi.sing the occult knowledge of 
which lie heard so much as he went 
about, says the Arena. In what he 
relates, is he amusing himself in an 
effort to discover if there be a limit to 
gullibility ? A man of science with a 
little humor might be suspected of 
BUoh a thing. Has he been imposed 
upon — which is to say, was he hyp- 
notized by the old adept ami made to 
see what was suggested to him? If 
neither of these theories of explanation 
be correct, what is the explanation ? 

In March of 1881, his curiosity con- 
cerning occultism being aroused, he 
was advised by a pundit of North- 
ern India t<> visit an adept of Ser- 
magur, a city of the vale of Cashmere, 
The pundit gave him a letter of 

introduction to the adapt, Oeouxra 

Sanii, ami he set out to that place. 
Reaching there, no one seemed to 
know such a person as Coomra, and 
he began to think that he hail been 
tricked, when he learned from a 
shepherd that Coomra, with four 
companions and two servants, ooonpied 

a monastery made out of the walls of 
an old pagoda, three miles to the 
northwest of the city. 

A he approached the monastery, 
a tall man with an emaciated face, 
but with features not unpleasant ex- 
cept for the sternness displayed by

The light was certainly not 
produced by any artificial means ; it 
I light as day, and of that un- 
earthly refulgence which on more 
than one previous occasion had startled

graduated from Brown University, 

and held several responsible positions, 
which he tilled to the best of his abili- 
ty. His second wife was to him a 
most useful and zealous helpmeet in 
his philanthropioal labors. Mr. Mann 
took a deep interest, in the cause of 
education, and strongly favoicd the 
right ot women to obtain a col- 
iciatc course. To this great states- 
man, the normal schools in America 
owe their origin.
